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Library Report 


The following is the twentieth annual report of the 
Weeks Public Library for the year 1917-18. 


The total increase in the number of books for the year 
is 161, of which 11 were received from the State, 20 pre- 
sented , and 130 purchased. A collection of portfolios of 
Stoddard lecture photographs was also presented. 60 vol- 
umes of duplicates were sent in the summer to Newcastle 
for the use of the enlisted men. 


The capacity of the Library has been much increased 
by the addition of a fifth book stack, an appropriation for 
which was made in March, 1916. 


In common with libraries all over the country ours has 
felt the effects of the war in the increased cost of books 
and in a diminished circulation. To help in the conserva- 
tion of fuel it has seemed best to open on Saturday only, 
but the hours have been changed on that day so that 5 
o’clock is the closing hour for the afternoon. 


A new feature of the work has been the display of war 
posters and the distribution of literature relating to those 
war problems which immediately concern the general pub- 
lic. Attention is called especially to the Government 
Bulletin received daily which presents such facts concern- 
ing all phases of the war as the authorities wish to be pub- 
lished. 


The Library has met with a great loss in the removal 
from town of Mrs. Rhoda S$. Hayes, who for thirteen years 
had been a member of the Board of Trustees. She gave 
without stint of her time and strength to its interests and 
much of its success during her term of office was due to 
her good judgement. in the direction of its affairs.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the Greenland School Board:- 


I respectfully submit my fourth annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools. 

The work of bringing the schools up to their present 
standard has been the.result of the combined efforts of a 
number of school superintendents who were more or less 
expert in supervision. In some respects our schools are 
strong. The system has absorbed and benefitted by a child 
accounting of admissions, discharge and promotions, a per- 
petual inventory of supplies, a system of monthly reporting 
on the subject matter taught and attendance, the returns 
from the monthly attendance» a uniform course of study 
and the teaching aids incidental to it, bulletins directing the 
teachers relative to their methods and duties and monthly 
letters concerning professional matters and school welfare, 
together with circulars to the school board on those mat- 
ters which are salient for a businesslike administration of 
the schools. Frequent tests have been given the subject 
matter taught in the schools so as to obtain a quick judge- 
ment on the merits of the general work, to test the effi- 
ciency of the pupils and teachers, thus securing an adequate 
basis for supervision. Teacher’s meetings have been held 
from time to time for the purpose of emphasizing impor- 
tant movements in education, instructing the force in re-_ 
gard to the best methods and details of instruction and cre- 
ating initiative and professional spirit on the part of the 
teaching force. : 

DEFECTS. — All of these details have doubtless bene- 
fitted the schools but the writer feels that these details in 
themselves. cannot take the place of a proper organization 
of the school system. 

The enrollment of the schools has increased from 73 in 
1911 to 94 in 1917, an increase of 25 percent. Of this whole 
number of 94 over one half are enrolled with the primary

teacher. These first few years are the most critical years 
of the child’s schooling. Obviously the burden would not 
be so great if this school had to deal with but one grade. 
With but one grade such a number would be too large for a 
single teacher.

of 16 pupils to each entering grade during the past four 
years. 


There is no reason to believe that there will be a reduc- 
tion in the number of pupils entering the first grade the 
next few years. Since Greenland is suburban to Ports- 
mouth and Portsmouth has grown at least 20 percent the 
past two years it is reasonable to suppose that there will 
be an increasing number of pupils. 


The reason that this grade has been used for  illustra- 
tive purpose is that this grade calls for the most effective 
teaching to prevent a congestion which is likely to occur if 
there are a large number of pupils in this grade who fail to 
be promoted to the second grade. 


Fifty pupils are an entirely too large number for a sin- 
gle primary teacher to handle. Under the present condi- 
tions the first two grades are sufficient in number for one 
teacher to do effective work with. The best authorities 
say that a primary teacher should not have over thirty 
pupils. A larger number means lost effort on the part of 
the teacher and retardation for the pupils both of which 
are a loss to the town financially and educationally. 


Further discussion is unnecessary to show the need of a 
reorganization of the school system on a basis which will 
distribute the pupils more evenly among the teachers. The 
problem cannot be solved with the present school housing 
facilities. 


The most logical method of disposing of the problem 
seems to call for equipping at least a four room building, 
properly lighted and heated. ._ State authorities in surveys 
which they have made believe the primary school building 
has outlived its usefulness and the town hall was found to 
be defective in many respects for school purposes. 
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It is recommended that the town erect a new bulding, 
to be constructed along modern lines, and ample to provide 
for all of the schools of the town. 

The cost of putting the present buildings in suitable 
condition, if it could be done, would approximate a_ large 
portion of the expense of a modern building. 

It certainly seems wise that a concentration of the pu- 
pils should be made in this way, the old buildings to be en- 
tirely eliminated from school purposes. 

We recommend that the matter be laid before the town 
at a legally called meeting, with a view of proceeding at 
the earliest possible moment with wis erection of the new 
building. 


ATTENDANCE. The weather has been very rough 
and stormy for a large portion of the time since school be- 
gan in September. The traveling so difficult that at times 
the transportational facilities have broken down _ allto- 
gether for short periods. In spite of the difficulties the 
School Board has persued a policy of keeping the schools 
open so that those children who do come may be properly 
housed. On extremly bad days the pupils who do not come 
to school are not marked absent or otherwise construed 
against in any way. Parents,however,are requsted to have 
their children present at all times in order to secure the 
best results. This year the schools will run only 36 weeks 
so the parents and pupils must avail themselves of every 
moment of the teacher’s time. In view of the fact that the 
teachers are paid for that amount of time teaching parents 
and pupils are entitled to the services of the teacher re- 
gardless of the number of pupils present. 


TEACHERS. With a well equipped school system 
there is no reason why we should not have the best school 
for a town of this size in the state. The teachers have 
shown their ability to cope with a very difficult situation. 
The pupils are being taught in as efficient a manner as is 
possible under the circumstances. In other respects our 
schools are stronger than ever. .An adequate school system 
always fully compensates a town by making property more . 
saleable and increasing its population. Good schools gen- 
erally increase the population of a town to such an axtent 
that they really do not increase the tax rate. They are 
naid for by a relative increase in property holding. 
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The School Board is not making its annual finantial ac- 
counting at this time owing to the fact that this fiscal 
school year was extended by the legislature from Febru- 
ary 15 of this year to September 1, making a fiscal account- 
ing of one year and six months and one half. It will thus 
be necessary to raise in district meeting this year a sum to 
maintain the schools for the balance of this fiscal year. 
The School Board estimate that the sum of $750. should be 
raised in district meeting for this purpose. The Selectmen 
are requested to assess for high school tuition $300., for 
books and supplies $45. 

For the fiscal year of Sept.1,1918 to Sept.1,1919 the 
school Board estimate that the district should raise in ad- 
dition to the amount required by law, $1900. 

The Selectmen are requested to assess for books and 
supplies $175., for high school tuition $840.
